This new fire insurance comp;ioy will 


have its perniiineiit headquarters in ele- 
gantly fitted up looms in the Haworths' 
new block to be erected in the spring on 
the north side of the city park. Tt will 
be organised 
;>t once for the purpose of 


transacting the business of insurance 1111- 
.lor an ;ict of the General Assembly of the 
State of IDinoib, entitled, "An act to in- 
corporate and to govern lire, marine and 
inland navigation insurance companies 
doing business in the State of Illinois," in 
force July 1st, 1S69. As has been observed 
this new company's charter members are 
composed of » portion of the most reput- 
able and substantial citizens of Decatur, 
and the "Commonwealth" will have a 
boom iu business. 


The Mutual plan of fire iiibiirance is en- 


tirety different from the stock company 
plan. 
Kvery person who may insure his 


property with the "Commonwealth" will 
be equally interested in the company, and 
no dimes or dollars will go into the coff- 
ers of stockholders, as there are none of 
thie class in this new organization. Stock 
insurance companies take piles of cash 
out of a state or a town in the course of a 
year. It is estimated that duringthe year 
1880, within the limits of tlu's city alone, 
$29,000 were paid out by property owners 
aa premium to foreign stock companies, 
and during that year only $930 was re- 
turned on losses. In Bxickford, El., dnr- 
ing tho past ten years, »300,000 were paid 
out to stock companies, and the losses 
during that time footed up only 820-, 
000. In Illinois during the lastj 6 years, 
according to the state auditor's reports, 
property owneis of this state have paid 
stock companies $6,000,000 for insurance 
and the losseu to those companies during 
those years aggregate $1,500,000. 


In the Mutual plan of lire insurance all 


risks are examined by walaried inspectors, 
and hence on bonus is offered to any 
one to force unsikfe or in. profitable risks 
upon the company. 
No dividends are 


paid, there being no stockholders; bnt all 
profits arising from the savings on these 
items of commissions aud dividends, and 
the decreaseof losses on account of better 
supervision, go directly to decrease the 
expense to the policy holders. The oldest 
fire insurance companies in existence are 
the Mutuals. They have outlived hun- 
dreds of competitors organized on the 
prevailing stock plan and paying large 
commissions and dividends. The failures 
of Mutuals as to stock companies are esti- 
mated at about in the proportion of one 
to twenty-five, while the number of com- 
panies is about as two to three. The partic-

The Growth of Populations 


The growth of population in tbe 


last forty years shows that it has. in- 
creased from 17,069,453 to 50;lS6r 
788. In the last ten yean we have, 
gained orer 11,000,000, and we have 
now nearly 19,000,000 more inhabit- 
ants than we had in 1861./(New 
York City has grown in ten years 
from 942,292 inhabitants to 1,208,- 
690. 
This is not as important, as 


the increase in Chicago, the popula- 
tion of which was in 1870 298J977, 
and is now 503,304. 


If Chicago for the next ten years 


keeps on increasing as she did in the 
past ten years/she will be the third 
largest city in the Union, and will 
seriously challenge Philadelphia 


St. Louis has only increased 40,- 


000 during the last ten years, which 
is in marked contrast with" the great 
increase of Chicago. 


San Francisco has increased from 


149,473 to 233,956, which is the 
nearest approach to the growth of 
Chicago. 


The greatest change will be found 


in the West. Thus, Denver, which 
was unknown in 1860, and was a 
small town of 4,759 inhabitants in 
1870, has now a population of 35,- 
630, which is perhaps the most nota- 
ble increase in the whole list of 
American cities. 


In the Southern towns tho show- 


ing is not as good. 
Atlanta is the 


only city of any note in which 
marked progress is visible, as it has 
increased in ton years from 21,789 to 
34,398. 
Memphis shows a loss, as 


her population has decreased from 
40,220 in 1870 to 38,593 at the pres- 
ent time.

bonate of soda'; add spicos, currants 
and raisins to suit the taste, and 
enough flour to make a reasonably 
thick batter. Bake rather slowly in 
tin pans lined with buttered paper. 


Lunch or Egg Cake—To 0710 pint 


of milk add three well-beaten eggs, 
a little salt, and flour enough to make 
a thin batter. 
Have on the stovo 


yonr frying-pan, well greased to keep 
the mixture from sticking. 
"When 


tho pan is hot, pour the mixture into 
it and set it in the oven; let it remain 
until it pnfls up well, then take it 
out and serve hot with a sauce made 
thus: into a cup of milk put a lump 
of butter tho size of an egg. with 
sugar to taste: set it oil the stove 
and let it come to a boil; then dis- 
solve two teaspoonfuls of corn starch 
in just enough cold water to dissolve 
it thoroughly; stir this into the milk 
and butter, let it remain on the stove, 
but do not let it boif; when about to 
serve, grate a little nutmeg into it.

drawn from him his ideas concerning 
the political parties of the day, the 
main feature of which is his opinion 
that both the Republican and Demo- 
cratic organizations have outlived the 
period of their usefulness. It is a 
notable fact that this opinion is 
shared by nearly every public man 
who has found it impossible to se- 
cure the gratification of his ambitions 
at the hands of either or both of 
these organizations. 
Men of this 


class almost invariably attribute their 
want of success to what they assume 
to be the inherent worthlessness of 
the political parties of the day. 
It 


is a way they hare of lotting them- 
selves down easy, and is doubtless a 
source of great solace to their disap- 
pointed feelings. 
Judge Davis, it is 


true, has been highly honored by the 
Republican party, its first president 
having elevated him to a seat in the 
highest tribunal known to'onr laws, 
bnt the stubborn fact that it lias 
never thought proper to bid him 
come up higher remains to disturb 
his customary placidity of temper 
and convince him that it has '-out- 
lived its day of usefulness." There- 
fore o\\t big senator should not be 
judged harshly in this matter, since 
there exists such good reason for his 
dissatisfaction. 


Bnt there is another class of peo 


pie—''reformers,'' theorists, doctrin 
aires—who are similarly troubled 
about the necessity for a new party 
and pettishly assert that the present 
organizations have ''outlived tho pe- 
riod of their usefulness." 
So fur as 


the Democratic party is concerned 
there can probably be little said to 
gainsay tho assertion, since it has 
not been able during almost a gen- 
eration past- for want of opportu- 
nity 
to show how much, pither of 


good or evil, it might do for the 
country if it could only have lull 
control. 
And yet, it has exercised a 


sort of negative influence that has 
not been altogether bud: it hns 
served as a goad to its opponents, 
impelling thorn to unremitting effort 
in behalf of wholesome government, 
for fear that a relaxation of their 
labors might result in handing the 
country over to be made the victim 
of heresies that could only result in 
evil. 
The "Republican party has 


been in control of the governmeut 
for nearly a quarter of a century— 
most of tho time in control of all its 
departments—and the record of its 
acts during these years must answer 
the question as to whether it lias 
outlived its usefulness. 
No party- 


can be said to have reached the limit 
of its utility in a free conntrv so 
long as it shows its ability to make 
good its promises—provided, always, 
that its promises be upon the side of 
justice, freedom and good govern 
ment. 


Measured by this standard, how i-> 


it with the Republican party? It 
came into power with the promise 
that the area ot human slavery 
should not be extended. How well 
it redeemed that promise history has. 
long since told. 
When in the mad- 


ness of the hour rebellious hands 
were raised to destroy the govern- 
ment it said that the unity of the 
nation should be preserved, and, 
though the struggle was long and 
hard, it was done. It declared that 
as slavery was the cause of all our 
troubles it should be forever prohib- 
ited throughout 
the length and 


breadth of the land, and it was done. 
To carry on the war and put down 
the rebellion it was nece»Mirv to pro- 
vide money, and a currency system 
was inaugurated to which the lie- 
publican party pledged its support, 
assuring the people that tho promises 
of the government should bp re- 
deemed in the money of the \\oild, 
and it was done. It lent its ,:ul to 
tho building of a railroad to the Pa- 
cific ocean—the forerunner of that 
marvellous system of overland trans- 
portation which has since built up 
an empire within the territory that 
wns but a few years ago a trackless 
wilderness. It established the doc- 
trine that a man has a right to expa- 
triate himself, and that when he 
vows allegiance to the United States 
he no longer owes military or other 
service to the land of his nativity. It 
(>asse<l the hompttead net and 


sioned the soldiers -who Buffered in 
defense of the Union. It stands 
now pledged to secure th» equal pro- 
tection of the laws to all ite citizens, 
and to maintain the just principles 
which it has established, and if they 
are worth maintaining, and the Re- 
publican party has shown itself able 
and willing to make good ite prom- 
isee, then it has not "outlived the 
peridd of its usefulness." 
Until it 


shows by its acts that it is no longer 
worthy of confidence its days of use- 
fulness will not be over, no matter 
what disappointed office-seekers or 
windy "reformers"' may say.

MAKING THE BBS? OP IT. 


In trade, aa in war, readiness to 


seize upon all available circumstances 
that may tend to accomplish the ob- 
ject we have in view is useful.

Another ?toiy occurs to us of tho 


advantage of being able to apply 
one's knowledge in an emergency. 
An eminent linn of woolen manufac- 
turers received a commission to make 
a particular fabric out of a special 
kind of wool which it was desired at 
the timo to introduce into tho home 
markets. As the fabric thus made 
was to be sent to ono of the inlcrnii- 
tioi:al exhibitions, tho manufacturers 
were required to give a guarantee 
that they would uso tho particular 
wool sent them, and no other, in 
making up the goods. In the course 
of the dyeing process, the. color, upon 
which tho whole beauty of tho pat- 
tern depended, carao out so impure 
and defecivc that the portion oi wool 
so dyed wa^ considered hopelessly 
spoiled. 
It was an awkward circum- 


stance for tho manufacturers, ai, to 
havo made a icquost for additional 
wool would havo been a confession 
of bad woikmanship at tho outset,. 
In thih oauurgency, a workman in the 
dye-house, who uctod as vat-man— 
it position little above that oi' an or- 
dinary laborer —but who, with good 
natural p.irts and a taste for his work, 
had privately acquired considerable 
knowledge of the chemistry of dye- 
ing, came to\their aid. Ho expressed 
the opinion to a fellow-workman that 
the color might yet be restored to 
comparative purity; and, this opinion 
being earned to one of tho principals, 
permission was given to the vat-man 
to make the experiment.

"Bacon is very sober, but sometimes 
it is no great thing he has to tell us." 
This negro believes in blood, and 
prided himself on his descent. Be- 
sides the books above mentioned, he 
has 40 volumes of African travel.

Tho grand jury last week indicted 


Col. C. O. Bradshaw, a lawyer and 
temperance lecturer of considerable 
notoriety of Bloomington, on the 
charge of subornation of perjury. 
At the September term of our circuit 
court, Wrn. Martin, the ''cattle thief,'' 
made an affidavit for continuance of 
his case, alleging that ho could not 
safely go to trial because of the ab- 
sence of a material witness who, he 
swore, could not bo found.

Packing 


Tbe question of storing eggs was 


discussed at a recent Iowa conven- 
tion, and it was conceded by all that 
cold storage, temperatiire 40 to 42 de- 
grees, kept uniform, with eggs pack- 
ed properly or in cabos, will keep in 
good condition from six to nine 
months: but they must bo used soon 
after being taken out of the cold stor- 
age, rs they soon bpoi!. Eggs be- 
come munty from being packed in 
bad material: will become musty in 
cases.ns a change in temperature from 
lower to higher causes the eggs to 
sweat and paper to become moibt and 
taint the eggs. 
Well-dried oats .1 


>ear old are the best for packing. 
Eggs become injured by jarring in 
shipping, by mixing. 
Fresh eggs 


mix worse than those kept in cold 
storage. Eggs held in cold storage 
in the west should bo shipped in re- 
frigerator cars in summer. Eggs 
.will keep thirty days longer if stood 
on the end than iu any other position: 
must be kept in an even temperature 
and a pure moisture. Eggs laid on 
the side attach to the shell, and are 
badly injured. To prevent imposi- 
tion at to the freshness of eggs, the 
egg gatherers should candle them 
when they get them from the farm 
ers. Eggs keep better in tho dark 
than in the light.

and, at their prime, over succeed in 
retaining a competency for their 
future support."
